WORLD soccer's governing 
body FIFA is open to the pos- 
sibility of North Korea staging 
matches in the 2002 World 
Cup finals, which will be 
jointly hosted by Japan and 
South Korea, FIFA president 
Sepp Blatter said at the week- 
end. 

"We are always open to any 
possible solution, as I have 
said to the head of state of the 
Republic of (South) Korea," 
Blatter told a news confer- 
ence. : 

He said a North Korean 
sports official had verbally 
invited him last October-.to 
visit the country in autumn 
this year but seven months 
had elapsed with no official 
confirmation of an invitation. 

"So far-we have not received 
any official invitation or infor- 
mation from the northern part 
of Korea," Blatter said: 

He said he expected to meet 
North Korean soccer officials 
in June when North Korea 
participates in the FIFA 
women's World Cup or in July 
at a FIFA extraordinary con- 


gress.

NSL CHAOS 


by BRUCE CAMPBELL 


IT-WAS a week when 
the future format of the 
National Soccer League 
was starting to take shape 
according to expecta- 
tions — and then all of a 
sudden it was almost 
back to the drawing 
board. 

It had widely been ex- 
pected that the admission 
of Auckland Kings into 
next season’s competition 
would be backed up by at 
least one other club — 
with the bid from Syd- 
ney’s Parramatta Leagues 
Club likely to be the one 
that got the nod. 

That would make 17 

teams if the status quo 
remained, and would 
clearly be one team too 
many. 
Favoured for the chop 
were the financially trou- 
bled Gippsland Falcons 
and that took a step 
closer to happening when 
they appointed an admin- 
istrator last week to han- 
dle their financial woes. 

The club has teetered 
on the brink of financial 
despair almost since day 
one and current estimates 
of their indebtedness are 
somewhere in the region 
of $3million. 


A string of staff 
changes at the adminis- 
trative level was further 
indication of just how 
bad the club was. 

When Stuart Munro left 
the Morwell side for 
Carlton two weeks ago 
the die looked to be cast. 

And last week Colin 
McDonald of chartered 
accounting firm Hor- 
warth Partnership took 
charge of the club. 

McDonald is at the 
Falcons after an extraor- 
dinary meeting of mem- 
bers on Wednesday night 
moved to solve the long 
running crisis. 

Officials of Gippsland 
are still confident that the 
club will survive. 

"We had to do this after 
our big meeting,” presin 
dent Fred Di Sipio told’ 
the Herald Sun. 

“Tt will give the club a 
clean slate and allow new 
investors to come in 
knowing the club is not 
carrying any baggage. 

"There are investors 
interested, but they 
would not come in under 
our previous structure. 

"The meeting on Wed- 
nesday made changes to 
the constitution and 
paved the way for them 
to come in." 


Di Sipio succeeded 
Don di Fabrizio at the 
»helm of the Falcons but 
has been frequently criti- 
cised by club supporters 
fer failing to use his own 
personal..wealth to salve 
the club’s problems. 

“What is the point of 
him being involved with 
the club if he won't dip 
his hand into his pocket 
when things are tough,” a 
club insider told Inside 
Soccer. 

“He has got the reputa- 
tion of being mean and it 
looks like it is a deserved 
one. 

“He certainly doesn’t 
sit at the top of the board 
for any outstanding foot- 
ball knowledge. 

“{t is common knowl- 
edge with the players that 
when they travel they do 
so on a budget economy 
level — particularly when 
he is with them.” 

The stinging personal 
attack on Di Sipio comes 
as he has vowed to step 
aside to let the potential 
new investors come into 
the Falcons. 

"The meeting on 
Wednesday changed the 
membership structure to 
introduce an executive 
made up of people who 
have business expertise

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and are prepared to make 
a financial commitment,” 
administrator Colin 
McDonald told the Her- 
ald-Sun. a 

"My role is to maintain 
the status quo and deal 
with creditors. 

“Tm basically putting 
out fires, but the fires 
appear to be minimal.” 

"The administration 
period is 28 days, but it 
can be extended. 

"As yet I don't know 
the extent of the debts. 

“Once I know that and 
the money I have to play 
with, I will look at ar- 
rangements that can be 
made with creditors." 

Gippsland Falcons have 
admitted that it owes 
money to players, staff, 
fans and members as well 
as secured and unsecured 
creditors. 

While the Falcons are 
looking to fight their way 
out of trouble their finan- 
cial mess could be the 
easy excuse that Soccer 
Australia needs to make 
way for Parramatta which 
has pledged an immediate 
budget of $Smillion. 

And as expected the

SA on the issue of the 
$250,000 franchise fee. 

But with Carlton and 
Auckland having already 
been billed, he looks to 
have little chance. 

Hail has stated his be- 
lief in the talent currently 
existing in the Newcastle 
area which might mean 
another lean period for 
local fans who were hop- 
ing that his arrival would 
see the club buy some top 
talent. 

In Adelaide the situa- 
tion has become even 
more confused after Ade- 
laide Sharks shareholders 
rejected Peter Emery;‘s 
bid and instead vowed to 
fight for their NSL status. 

The South Australian 
Soccer Federation, mean- 
while, is looking to con- 
tinue its own bid for in- 
clusion in the NSL. 

Early last week a meet- 
ing of Sharks club mem- 
bers yesterday rejected 
the Peter Emery rescue 
deal which would have 
effectively seen their 
team dropped back into 
state league football. 

The Adelaide United 
consortium led by Emery 
had offered a $450,000 
buy-out. 

The deal had been ac- 
cepted by the club’s 


creditors but was condi- 
tional on the Sharks with- 
drawing from the NSL so 
that a new entity, Ade- 
laide United, could repre- 


sent a broader section of © 


the community. 

The Sharks are also 
under the control of an 
administrator and their 
future looks just as bleak 
as it did two months ago. 

The club will now look 
to solve its own financial 
plight and then apply for 
inclusion in next season's 
NSL. . 

Remarkably, there 
could now be three sepa- 
rate bids for one vacancy 
in Adelaide. 

However, it is by no 
means certain that Soccer 
Australia will accept any 
of the bids and Adelaide 
could well be a one-team 
town next season. 

Crowds at this year’s 
matches, both at City and 
Sharks, have been disap- 
pointing, plummeting as 
low as one thousand on 
occasions. 

Theo Parissos remains 
confident that the club 
can survive. 

The Sharks president, 
who is a strong supporter 
of ousted coach Manfred 
Schaefer, says: "Members 
and the community have

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LIVE COVERAGE by tele- 
vision is a contentious point 
all over the world — and 
Australia is no different. 

The two main points 
which are hot for debate are; 
* does the live coverage of 
soccer detract from atten- 
dance at matches? 

* is the package of full 
match coverage attractive to 
viewers? 

The first point has a direct 
bearing on the immediate 
financial well-being of clubs 
while the second has a bear- 
ing on future viability. 

There isn’t much doubt 
that the live coverage by 
ABC this season has signifi- 
cantly affected attendances 
at NSL games. 

In many cases clubs have 
lost as much as $40-56,000 
on match day earnings — per 
game. 

With each club supposed 
to have been limited to two 
home matches that meant a 
likely loss of about $80,000 
per club. 

Times that over the 15 
clubs in the league and al- 
ready the amount lost in 
direct gate takings tots up to 
about a million plus, ~ 

You could, of course, ar- 
gue that the benefits brought 
to the game far outweigh the 
revenue lost. 

You might even be able to 
argue that the exposure 
brought to those clubs’

- sponsors, in terms of TV ex- 
posure of sponsor’s names 
and ground signage is signifi- 
cant 

But I reckon if you took that 
argument to the average club 
you would lose, and lose by a 
major margin. 

The truth is that exposure to 

_ club sponsors isn’t worth a jot 
because it doesn’t relate to 
increased revenue for those 


clubs. 

Already they are hard 
pressed, in the majority of 
cases, to. bring in major spon- 
sorship and I can’t imagine 
too many of those companies 
willing to fork out their share 
of the lost $80,000 just be- 
cause they have had a few 
glimpses on Auntie. 

Particularly with the ABC’s 
well-known stance on com-

merciality and the attempts 
they make to reduce it at every 
opportunity. 

Wherever possible they do 
not plug sponsor's names, they 
avoid shooting ground signage 
wherever possible and gener- 
ally maintain a Corinthian-like 
stance on the game. 

There is nothing wrong with 
a straight-down-the-line atti- 
tude and often I have felt that 
the game has become over- 
commercialised in recent 
years. 

But tell that to a financial 
director who is responsible for 
balancing the books. 

Instead of having a look- 
and-see at national TV cover- 
age we have gone in boots and 
all and signed a mammoth 
deal which will tie us up for 
far too long. 

That was all in the name of 
having commercial TV cover- 
age. 
But what we have got in- 
stead is third best, because 
that is what the ABC is. 

Regardless of the truth that 
SBS coverage just doesn't’ 
extend far enough it is hard to 
argue with the level of cover- 
age they have given the game. 

Their commentary panels, 
love them or hate them, con- 
tain a fair bit of knowledge 
and profile. 

This season I have been, 
with the rare exception of Pe- 
ter Wilkins stint at the mike, 
been appalled by the banal 


and trivial like commentary. 

The constant resort to pre- 
written statistics is a sure sign 
that the commentary team 
doesn’t have the goods. 

And I’m not referring to 
Alan Hunter who I believe has 
done a pretty good job in his 
first season. 

Likewise Robbie Wheatley 
does a polished job as sideline 
commentator. 

I have sometimes felt, 
though, that he could have 
been given a more prominent 
role. 

Steve Robilliard just isn’t 
goo enough. 

That, of course, is just a 


personal opinion. 


As is my view that the ABC 
coverage has, on the whole, 
been lamentable. 

But what isn’t opinion is 
that major gaffes about start- 
ing and finishing were paled 
into insignificance when their 
‘live’ coverage of Perth v 
Marconi lept forward by an 
hour for long enough to let all 
the viewers know what the 
likely final score would be. 

Another total disaster. 

The difference between 
Auntie and commercial is that 
on commercial TV someone 
would have either been fired 
or severely censured for that 
mistake — because the adver- 
tises would have refused to 
pay. 

The other point concerns 
whether our game is good 


REAL 
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enough for a full live cover- 
age of an entire match. 

In fact, how many games 
anywhere in the world are 
worthy of a full ninety min- 
ute coverage? 

Wouldn‘t the game have 
been better served with a 
highlights package plus 
snips from other games and 
then a panel show? 

But does the ABC really 
care about what is good for 
the game, either present or 
future? 

They are-in the business of 
public broadcasting and 
might well argue, and with a 
degree of authority, that it 
isn‘t their responsibility to 
look after the interests of the 
sport of soccer. 

That, they might argue, is 
the remit of Soccer Austra- 
lia) You can hardly blame 
any of the present incum- 
bents of office at Padding- 
ton for the current situation. 

I know there will be a 
great deal of our readers 
who are going to groan, but 
the blame has to Stop some- 
where. 

My personal opinion is 
that the TV deal is a lousy 
one. Channel 7 has’ shafted 
us royally by bumping us off 
to ABC, 

The deal itself is too long 
and the clubs stand to lose a 
smail fortune with lost re- 
ceipts. 

Advantages? 

In the present format I 
can’t really see many. 

I don’t suppose David Hill 
would have foreseen the 
possible outcome when he 
signed our game away. 

But my honest opinion is 
that the ABC coverage is 
crap and $0 is the deal. 

Well done, David.

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Glory message sounds a warning 
for the National Soccer League

A HANDFUL of true 
believers with little more 


than "a concept” and a- 


few tables and chairs in a 
small Perth office have 
created an Australian 
soccer phenomenon in 
three years. 

And, the ramifications 
of Perth Glory’s success 
on and off the field could 
ultimately change ‘the 
face of the game in Aus- 
tralia by forcing other 
clubs to loosen their tra- 
ditional ethnic ties. 

"We desperately need 
the yest of soccer to lift 
its game," said Glory 
general manager Roger 
Lefort. "We need them to 
progress before we can 
progres a great deal 
more." 

The Glory roll has 
swept the West Austra- 
lian capital for the past 
year, culminating at the 
WACA when 28,000 
fanatical fans showed up 
for the 1-0 semi-final 
victory over Marconi. 

There are no more 
home games for the exu- 


berant "Glory Boys" who 
packed the hill at Perth 
Oval this season, on aver- 
age, 15,000 a game creat- 
ing‘a boisterous, good- 
natured atmosphere com- 
pared to Anfield and Old 


- Trafford 30 years ago. 


Last Sunday for the 
Glory Boys and Girls, the 
real reason for the team's 
success, were sinking 
their pints in front of 
Perth television sets. 

Glory's rise in a state 
obsessed with Australian 
Rules Football and 
cricket, but also with 
a near pathological deter- 
mination to prove itself 
against the eastern states, 
has been a marketing 
triumph. 

What the marketeers 
did doesn't sound star- 
tling, they simply estab- 
lished an Australian 
soccer club free of any 
ethnic ties. That in a state 
where 30 per cent of the 
population was born 
somewhere else. 

"That was our objective 
from day one," said Jim 
Davies from 303 market- 
ing consultancy. 


WONDERLAND 


"We were never intend- 
ing to be an ethnic club. 
AIP our literature, our 
name, our positioning has 
been as an Australian 
club. We haven't done the 
kangaroos and the walla- 
bies and the didgeridoos 
stuff. We've just been 
contemporary Australian, 
not intending to overly 
endear ourselves to Aus- 
tralians, but being for 
everybody."

LONG-serving striker Julie 
Murray (pcitured) will lead 
Australia in the third FIFA 
Women's World Cup finals in 
the United States next month. 

Murray, who captained Aus- 
tralia in the last Cup finals, 
has represented Australia 57 
times with Anissa Tann-Darby. 
the only player ahead of her 
with 67 caps. 

National coach Greg Brown 
has named a squad of 20 to 
travel to the United States, 
including nine members of the 
team which finished last at the 
1995 World Cup finals. 

"I'm really happy the players 
are fit and ready to go to the 
World Cup," Brown said. 

"They have been playing 
well, are excited by the ‘tour- 
nament and I believe they’ are 
capable of doing very well." 


Australia is currently ranked 
eighth after a series of victo- 
ries in the past 18 months at 
international level. 

The team defeated Olympic 
silver medallist China, beat 
European heavyweights Swe- 
den and Italy and had a win- 
ning tour of North Korea. 

In the World Cup prelimi- 
nary round, Australia has been 
drawn against China, Sweden 
and Ghana and Brown said the 


MATILDAS coach Greg Brown has named a squad 
which bears a strong resemblance to that which flopped 
so badly in the Algarve Cup last March.

OVER 50,000 fans will watch Denmark take on host nation 
USA in the opening game of the 1999 Women's World Cup. 
Over 45,000 will crowd into Soldier Field, Chicago to see USA 
take on African champions Nigeria and at least 30,000 will 
watch mystery team North Korea try to overcome the host na- 
tion. 

Altogether at least 350,000 fans will watch the 32 games of 
the World Cup finals, which will make it the biggest single 
women's sporting event in history. 

World Cup officials made these confident predictions as they 
counted advance ticket sales. However, World Cup Committee 
president Marla Messing believes the actual attendance figures 
could well top 500,000 with the opening day and final game 
both sell-outs. 

Over 77,000 fans can be accommodated in the.cavernous Gi- 
ants Stadium and there is room for 92,000 in the Rose Bowl 
where the final will be played. 

The host nation, or neighbours Mexico, would almost cer- 
tainly. have to make the final for the Rose Bowl, in Los Angeles 
to ‘be filled but whoever appears on final day, overall. record 
attendances are a certainty. 

The total attendance for the last Women's World Cup held in 
Sweden in 1995 was 212,000. 

The Final of the 1996 Olympic women's soccer tournament in 
1996 convinced the marketing experts that women's soccer 
could attract major audiences. 

A capacity crowd of 76,000 fans watched USA beat China at 


-Athens, Georgia and the public response to that game had a ma- 


jor impact on the organisation of this World Cup. 

- The organisers booked, some of the biggest stadiums in the 
couritry and mounted a massive marketing campaign over a year 
before the event, 

Over 7.4 million girls and women play soccer in the USA and 
they and their families have been targeted for ticket sales at dis- 
counted prices. 

To boost interest an exhibition game was staged in February 
between the USA and a tedm of world All Stars. 

From that point on the USA has played a series of exhibition 
games at venues around thé country against Mexico, China, 
Japan and Holland.

PERTH Glory coach Bernd Stange today 
warned Australian soccer officials to lift their 
game before the Sydney Olympics next year. 
Stange was upset after midfielder Craig 
Deans was badly injured in the Ericsson Cup 
preliminary final against Sydney United at 
Marconi Stadium and was unable to get 
quick treatment. et, Tar 
Deans suffered a badly dislocated left 
shoulder in a clash with United defenders in 
the 30th minute and was left on the ground 
while ground officials tried to find a 
stretcher. He finally had to be assisted from 
the ground by two officials and was taken to 
the dressing room where he had a further 
wait before he could be taken to hospital. 
"With the Olympics in 15 months it is 
wrong not to have a stretcher for an injured 
player," said the German born mentor. "It 
looked like amateur soccer. I am a profes- 
sional coach and cannot understand this.” 
Deans was on the ground for nearly three 
minutes before he could be moved and fi- 
nally replaced by Danny Hay. a 
“Australian soccer needs to become a little 
more professional and with better marketing 
maybe then it will have a big future but at 
present it is only mid-class," said Stange. 
"Its results haye been poor and Australia did 
not play in the World Cup. It has been de- 
scribed as a sleeping giant and has big poten- 
tial but results are important."
